GENTLEMEN , 


I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  Year 
ended  the  3lst  December,  1944,  upon  the  health  and  Sanitary  condition 
of  the  Rural  District  of  Narberth. 


The  District  has  an  area  of  80,248  acres,  and  a population 
of  9,983.  The  Rateable  Value  is  £22,803.  The  net  product  or  a Id. 

rate  is  £95.  2.  0.  The  District  is  bounded  on  the  south  by  the  # 

Pembroke  Rural  District;  on  the  west  by  the  Haverfordwest  Rural  Dis  ric 
and  on  the  east  by  the  Carmarthen  Rural  District.  The  length  and 
width  are  18  miles  and  12  miles  respectively. 


Physical  Features:, 

The  character  of  the  district  is  hilly. . The  inhabitants 
are  mainly  of  the  agricultural  class.  The  industries  such  as  sla  e 
quarrying  and  coal-getting  have  not  functioned  during  the  year.

It  is  regrettable  to  find  that  pollution  of  rivers  and 
streams  does  occur,  chiefly  by  wash  from  farmyards  and  drainage  from 
villages  and  dwelling  houses  on  the  banks.

Immunisat  ion 


Immunisation  has  "been  actively  worked  in  the  Rural  District 
of  Narberth.  Owing  to  the  majority  of  children  responding  to 
inoculation  the  dreaded  disease  of  Diphtheria  has  been  reduced  to  nil 
in  the  Rural  District  during  the  year  1944* 


HEAVY  Outbreak  of  Measles 

There  was  a heavy  opidomio  of  measles  during  the  first 
six  months  of  1 944-  in  the  Rural  District  of  Narberth.  The  majority 
of  cases  were  of  a mild  type  and  no  deaths  occurred. 


Cancer 

The  dreaded  disease  of  cancer  is  still  strongly  in  evidence 
in  the  Rural  District  of  Narberth,  it  being  a common  cause  of  death. 
Early  diagnosis  has  been  the  means  of  prolonging  life  through  early 

operations. 


Tuberculosis 

The  disease  of  Tuberculosis  is  still  in  strong  evidence  in 
this  rural  area,  although  doctors  are  very  alert  to  early  diagnosis 
by  X-Rays  etc.
